There are at least four different locations in Cheshire and Staffordshire that bear 
the name Brindley thus there is no reason to suppose that all the families so named 
are related. 
The relationship between the various Brindley families is quite uncertain and 
research is hampered by the (largely) undocumented tabular pedigree in SLEIGH (1883) 
at page 104 (where Brindley is rendered Brundeley). Here it is stated that 


(1) Christopher Brindley of Morridge Side in Leek c1452-.... was a younger son of 
the Brindleys of Wistaston, Cheshire. 


(2) Stephen Brindley of Bradnop in Leek, Staffs e1460-.... was a son of Christopher 
(above) 
(2) Lawrence Brindley of Willenhall in Wolverhampton, Staffs c1520-.... was a son of 


Stephen (above). 
No documentary evidence has been found for these assertions. 


The earliest reliable source for the BRINDLEY families found in Staffordshire occurs 
in c1532 FAS where Stephen BROUNLEY may be found under Bradnop Side and Christopher 
BRONLEY and another BRONLEY or BROUNLEY (both) under Morridge Side. Christopher's 
children include James, John & Robert which substantiates this part of Sleigh's 
pedigree. 


Thus BRINDLEY OF "EAVES FORD", KINGSLEY, STAFFS is treated as one family, whilst 
BRINDLEY OF WISTASTON, CHESHIRE and BRINDLEY OF WILLENHALL IN WOLVERHAMPTON, STAFFS 
with BRINDLEY OF LONDON and BRINDLEY OF BRADNOP IN LEEK, STAFFS are treated 
separately. 


The fact that different branches claimed a right to bear the arms of BRINDLEY OF 
WISTASTON, CHESHIRE is no proof that they were related as it was common for such 
claims to me made without any evidence.

Collborne Brinley was a member of the family of Brinley or Brindley of Willenhall, 
and of the Hyde in Kinver. He was the son of another Colborne Brinley, of 
Wolverhampton, by Katherine, his wife, who appears to have married secondly one 
Roger Darby. By Susannah, his wife, Coleborne Brindley had issue three daughters and 
co-heirs, viz., Katherine, unmarried; Anne, wife of Francis Richardson, of 
Wolverhampton, apothecary ; and Elizabeth, married to Thomas Richardson, of 
Ashborne, co. Derby, apothecary. These co-heirs are described in two deeds, dated 
respectively 1682 and 1699, as daughters and co-heiresses-at-law of Coleborne 
Brinley, gent., deceased, and grand-daughters of one Katherine Brinley. These deeds 
relate to a farm in Rowley Regis called "Colborne's Farm" which, it is stated, had 
been leased by indenture dated 30 Elizabeth, 1583, to John, son of Roger Coleborne, 
of Rowley. Robert Brinley, of London, merchant, a native of Wolverhampton or 
Willenhall, who left the interest of £100 for the support of an evening lecture in 
the parish Church of Wolverhampton, refers, in his will dated 28th November, 1658, 
to his "cousin Coleborne Brinley."

Thank you very much for the information. 
| appear to be related to your Brindley Non-related group descended from Walter Brindley of 


Eccleshall c1628. My gut feel is that my branch probably comes out of the first John Brindley of 
Lapley line. 


Currently | am reviewing my notes and will provide further information as | come across it. 


Firstly, | have a James Brindley getting married 12/15/1622 to unknown person, transcribed by an 
Allan Hayward for the Berkswich (Baswich) Parish Register 1612-1821. 

This could be a son of William of Stowe 1577 - ? Probably too young to be a son of William’s brother 
George. 


| note in your Brindley family fourth line down for Joan Brindley listed as a possible child of the 
original William inscribed 2 mar 1596.7 Stowe. If this is not a typo then would this not be probably 
the wife of William of Stowe. 


Next for Hearth Tax 1666 | have in Pirehill Hundred, The Green Gate Warde Stafford Burrough an 
Edward Brindley with 2 hearths and in Hixon a Robert Brindley with One. | am not sure in which tree 
the Edward belongs but the Robert of Hixon is certainly a descendent of the original William of Stowe 
and maybe of his grandson George. 


In Willenhall for Hearth Taxes | have an Alice Brindle (widow) with 2; Margaret Brindley with 3; 
William Brindley with 1 and John Brindley with 2. In Leek there is a Thomas with 3 and a Lawrence 
with 2. Both the Willenhall and Leek Brindley’s descend out of the Family Tree of Christopher 
Brindley of Leek c 1475 which descends from Gilbert de Stoke. 


| am studying the various early pedigrees contained in the Genealogical Gleanings of England and 
the Visitations of Cheshire 1580 which start the Brindley’s being descended from Isolda de Brereton 
and Gilbert de Stoke. | am adding names from early court records and other records to fill out the 
earlier Brindley Tree. | note the common Christian names to be William, Thomas, and John while 
there is one Hugh and no Walter’s. Having said this, there must be some significance for two distinct 
Brindley branches to start naming children Walter? | wonder if Walter was introduced via marriage by 
say two sisters to two different Brindley’s around the same time where the second son takes the 
naming convention of the wife’s father’s name. Once introduced it remained prevalent from the 
1500’s through to the 1800’s. 


It appears Brindley’s started moving into Staffordshire from Cheshire in the 1400 and 1500’s. | would 
be very surprised if all these various Brindley family trees do not converge at various points.
